NO MORE DOCKED HORSES 


Perhaps the decision made by Queen 
Victoria, shortly before her death. to 
buy no more docked tail horses for 
the royal stables is responsible for 
the change in fashion. which is notic- 
ed in this country. A prominent 
New York dealer recently mentioned 
this subject as follows: “I won't 
attempt to say whetber it is senti- 
ment or fashion, but from some cause 
or other there is more inquiry for 
Tong tailed borses than there was a 
year or two ago. Some of the hich- 
est priced horses we have sold this 
winter have been long-tailed step- 
pers, and some of the best ones now 
in our coach horse department have 
never beeen docked. Por a rock- 
away, or a station wagon. or a run- 
about or any other light trav, 1 
think a long tail is certainly to be 
preferred. It is more ‘tn keeping with 
the style of carriage like the rock- 
away, for one thing, and, for another 
thing, it affords better protection to 
the driver in a runabout from flying 
gravel and dirt. I wouldn't recom- 
mend a long tailed horse for a spider 
phaeton or a spicy gig. or any sport- 
ing vehicle of any sort, but I like to 
see a long tailed horse in a landas 
or a brougham, or a Berlin coach, or 
any heavy carriage. It may not be 
quite so smart, but it strikes me as 

| adding to the dignity of the turnout.”
